HALF REGISTERED 


Reports From Fifteen Precincts on 


Saturday's'Registration Reveal 


3,374 Enrplled 


VOTE IN 1920. TOTALED 4,843 


Women Outnumbered Men in Two 


Precincts—Two-thirds of Vote 


Registered in Some 


With approximately half.' of the 


precincts of the county reported to- 
day, 
it appeared that more than fifty 


per cent of the normal .vote of the 
county was registered at the first 
permanent registration of 
voters 


Saturday. 


Inspectors 
from fifteen of the 


thirty-one precincts of the county 
had filed their returns at the county 
auditor's office today, showing a total 
registration of men and women vot- 
e rsin these precincts of 3.374. 
.-JIn\these_s_aine precincts in J.920, a, 
total oT4,843 votes were cast for the 
candidates for president. The total 
vote for president in the county two 
years ago was 10,804. 


More than twice as many men as 


women qualified for voting by regis- 
tering Saturday. Early 
indications 


Saturday were, that the registration 
would be very light, but'.the returns 
received'so far show up differently. 


In the fifteeu precincts reporting 


today*'2,320 ineii: and-1,054 women 
registered.' In two precints, Rush- 
ville No. 3 and Richland township, 
the women outnumbered the men in 
registering. 
Evidently a great deal 


of work-was.done amongvthe women 
in .the third 
precinct of Rashville 


township, for in this division 161 
women and only 76 men registered. 
In Richland township, the score was 
144 women and 141 men. 


More -than two-thirds of the nor- 


mal vote in the first precinct qf Cen- 
ter township is registered, there be- ' 
ins 140 men and 121 women qualified 
for voting as compared with a vote 
of P>7:5 fov president in 102ft. 


About sixty per cent of the normal 


vote in the first precinct of Orange 
township is also' registered.

and 73 women, with a vote of 288 in
